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Rules  cf  the  Christian  Education 

PURPOSE.  y* 

1.  The  purpose  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  further  the  deyelopnvenTof-t^ib 

Education  based  upon  Christian  principles.  v^ 

MEMBERS. 

2.  Any  one  who  is  in  sympathy  with  the  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be 
eligible  to  become  a member  of  the  Society. 

3.  Persons  desiring  to  join  the  Society  and  become  regular  members, 
shall  apply  to  the  council  of  Managers.  A letter  of  resignation  must  be  sent 
the  said  council  in  case  an3'one  withdraws  from  the  Society. 

4.  Those  who  are  in  sympathy  with  the  Society  yet  do  not  wish  to  be- 
come regular  members,  may  become  Kai-yu,  i.  e.,  Friends  of  the  Societ}',  in 
other  words,  Associate  Members.  None  but  regular  members  can  vote. 

5.  Honorary  members  may  be  appointed  at  any  regular  nicciin^  if 
such  action  be  approved  by  the  Council  of  Managers. 

COUNCIL  OF  MANAGERS. 

6.  A Council  of  Managers  shall  be  organized  in  the  Society,  whose 
business  shallbe  to  transact  financial,  recording,  and  other  affairs.  To 
the  said  Council,  one  member  from  each  school  represented  in  the  Society 
shall  be  appointed. 

7.  A councillor  shall  hold  office  for  one  year.  Elections  shall  take  place 
every  May. 

8.  The  Council  shall  convene  once  a month  and  regulate  the  business  of 
the  Society. 
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MEETINGS. 

g.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  take  place  every  other  month 
except  when  the  Annual  meeting  happens  to  be  in  the  same  month.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  reports  of  the  Council,  a literary  meeting  and  a sociable 
shall  be  held. 

10.  The  subjects  of  essa\'s  and  orations  to  be  read  or  delivered  before  a 

regular  meeting  shall  be  reported  to  the  Council  prior  to  the  regular  meeting; 
likewise  the  .subjects  of  discussion  and  explanations  shall  be  reported  in 
writing  to  the  said  Council,  which  after  making  due  consultation,  if  neces- 
sary, shall  be  reported  to  the  members  and  kai-yu  at  least  five  days  before 
regular  meeting.  • 

11.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  take  place  every  May,  when  the  financial 
reports  of  the  preceding  year  shall  be  given  and  miscellaneous  business  of 
the  Society  shall  be  iransacted,  and  also  important  questions  officting  the 
welfare  of  the  Society  shall  be  decided  at  the  same  time.  A literary  meeting 
and  a sociable  shall  follow  and  complete  the  meeting. 

12.  The  chairman  of  regular  and  annual  meetings  shall  be  elected  each 
meeting  as  circumstances  may  dictate.  The  recorder  of  the  Council  shall 
act  as  secretary  in  the  aforesaid  meetings. 

13.  Both  regular  and  annual  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

14.  During  the  meetings  the  Japanese  language  shall  be  employed. 
When  a foreign  language  is  used,  an  interpreter  shall  be  provided. 

15.  Members  may  take  their  friends  to  both  regular  and  annual  meetings, 
unless  the  nature  of  the  business  considerd  is  such  as  to  make  the  attendance 
of  outsiders  improper. 

16.  The  places  of  the  meetings  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council  and 
shall  be  reported  to  the  members. 

EXPENSES. 

17.  Members  shall  pay  ten  sen  per  month  as  Society  dues.  Other 
incidental  expenses  shall  be  charged  as  necessity  demands. 

AMENDMENTS. 

18.  No  amendment  can  be  made  to  these  rules  without  a quorum  of 
one  thiid  of  the  entire  members  and  by  a majority  of  over  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present.  But  sometimes  the  Council  by  sending  out  beforehand 
a proposition  of  Amendment  to  all  members  and  obtaining  their  support 
thereof,  can  make  the  decision  upon  it.

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The  Christian  Education  Society. 

In  1802  a few  teachers  of  Christian  schools  in  Tokyo 
met  together  occasionally  to  discuss  educational  matters. 
They  then  felt  the  necessity  of  forming  an  educational  So- 
ciety, and  after  much  effort,  they  were  successful  in  forming 
one  under  the  name  of  Klrisutolcyo  Doski  Kyoiku  Kwai'^ 
(Christian  Education  Society),  This  was  in  March,  1803. 
Since  tlien  the  Society  has  passed  more  than  three  years’  his- 
tory, and  its  influence  has  not  been  altogether  fruitless  in 
determining  many  educational  questions.  However  in  its 
l)resent  condition,  it  is  too  restricted  to  successfully  exert  the 
largest  measure  of  inliuence.  We  learn,  moreover,  that  the 
true  aims  of  tlie  origan izatioii  are  sometimes  misunderstood 
among  Christian  workers.  At  this  most  critical  moment  in 
Japan,  when  the  Christian  educators  need  to  co-operate,  Ave 
more  and  more  feel  the  necessity  of  enlarging  and  improving 
our  organiziition.  'L’he  members  of  the  Society  earnestly 
wish  to  meet  all  Christian  Avorkers,  natiye  as  well  as  for- 
eign, and  to  listen  to  their  advice  concerning  general  educa- 
tional matters  as  well  as  the  method  of  broadening  and  improv- 
ing our  present  organization.  For  tliose  Avho  are  not  yet  ac- 
quainted with  the  Society,  we  quote  below  a few  of  its  aims. 

The  Doshi  Kyoiku  aims 

1.  To  do  away  with  material  education  and 

to  strive  for  the  suhstitidion  and  development  of 
spiritual  education  in  Japan. 


Without  reference  to  denominatlony  to  undertake 
the  union  of  and  co-operation  with  educational  or- 
ganizations ba^cd  on  Christian  principles. 

To  j)rovide  means  for  consultation  and  intercourse 
among  all  the  educators  in  Christian  schools  as  well 
as  among  all  persons  in  sympathy  with  the  Society's 
aims,  and  to  promote  the  progress  of  Christian 
education. 

To  clear  away  misunderstandings,  2>i'ejudices  and 
suspicion  prevalent  among  the  Japanese  concerning 
Christian  education. 

To  publish  a monthly  magazine  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  Christian  education,  such  magazine  be- 
ing a medium  of  commiinication  between  members 
and  a means  of  presenting  educational  questions  to 
the  workh  It  is  proposed  to  have  at  least  four  pages 
in  English  monthly.  Already  the  ninteenth  number 
of  the  magazine  has  aqipeared.
